STORM AT BALTIMORE. 


Lnroofed and Windows 
Smashed—No Fatalities. 

Baltimore, August 11.—A wind storm of 
cyclonic proportions accompanied ty a 
heavy downpour of rain and hail, visited 
this city this afternoon, Houses were un- 
roofed, trees uprooted, windows smashed, 
telegraph, telephone and trolley wires were 
broken and other damage was done within 
4 few minutes that will require weeks to 
repair, The most rerious damags was the de- 
molition cf St. Elizabih’s Catholic church, 
in course of erection on East Baltimore 
Street, corner of Patterson park. 

All parts of the city suffered. The storm 
came from the northwest. It continued at 
intervals for three hours, but most of the 
damage was done shortly after the storm 
appeared. No fatalities have been report- 
ed, although it will be ramarkable if the 
falling trees, demolished outhouses or flying 
housetops did not cause injuries which have 
not yet been heard of. 

The losses so far reported will amount to 
upwards of $30,000. Just before the rain 
began, the mercury at the weather observ- 
er’s office made a record-breaking drop of 
9 degrees in one minute. The highest tem- 
perature during the day was reached just

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DEEDS OF RED DEVILS. 


Officers Working Hard to Prevent 
a Lynching. 


Wagoner, I. T., August 11.—With the ex- 
ception of one, the gang of Indians who 
have committed.a series of diabolical crimes 
since July 30th in the territory, were cap- 
tured near Okomulgee last Thursday, after 
a desperate fight, and started for Fort 
Smith, Ark., trail to avoid being lynched. 
News has reached here that a mob of citi- 
zens has gone across the line to intercept 
the Missouri Pacific train carrying the flends 
and their captors for the purpose of deal- 
ing out summary justice. 

The gang, which began its heinous opera- 
tions by murdering Deputy United States 
Marshal John Garrett, at Okomuilgee and 
escaping to the hills of the Creek nation, 
was led by Rufus Buck, an Indian. His 
followers were Samuel Sampson, Meorna 
July, Bud Lucky, alias Lucky Davis, Albert 
Stake and Levy Davis. The day after mur- 
dering Garrett the gang met a white man 
and his daughter in a wagon, Covering the 
man with their guns the Indians took the 
girl from the wagon and each assaulted 
her within sight of her father. 

Their next victims were Ben Callahan 
and a negro boy, whom the gang met on 
the road, They murdered the boy and beat 
Callahan so that they believed him to be 
dead when they left the scene after robbing 
the man of money, boots and saddle. 

At the country stores of West and J. 
Norburg. at Orket, the murderers and rob- 
bers held up the owners and took away 
everything they could carry. Next in their 
path of crime they met two white women 
and a girl fourteen years old, All were re- 
peatedly assaulted by the fiends, who added 
another murder to their list: The girl’s feet 
and hands were tied and the unfortunate 
creature was assSaulted until life was ex- 
tinct. 

Capture of the Gang. 

By this time the country in the vicinity 
of these crimes had become aroused. Fed- 
eral and Indian posses, including the Creek 
Lighthouse Guards, in command of Captain 
Edward Harry, and Deputy Marshals Jesse 
Jones, M. D. Irwin, Samuel Hayes and oth- 
er determined officers, started at first to 
capture or kill the murderers of Garrett, 
that being the first crime heard of. Thurs- 
day afternoon the pursuers came up with 
the gang twelve miles from Okomulgee and 
divided, one-half going to a place of am- 
bush into which the other party drove the 
gang from the summit of a hill. A fight with 
rifles and revolvers followed, in which 
Captain Harry fell from his horse, a bullet 
grazing his head and three horses were kill- 
ed. Five of the gang were captured alive 
and the sixth, Luck Davis, escaped. 

In the possession of the murderers were 
1,000 rounds of ammunition and'a great 
quantity of stolen property. They were 
taken to Okomulgee, where a mob of cit- 
izens, bent on them, surrounded 
the officers, but the officers escaped with 
their prisoners to Muskogee. Another mob 
with repes and rifles awaited their arrival. 
but again the posse cheated the mob of its 
prey by getting sufficient warning to land 
the gang in jail. This was last night and 
the town was kept in an uproar all night by 
the attempts to lynch the Indians and the 
efforts of the business men to prevent mob 
violence. The mob was finally quietd long 
enough to allow of a third escape of the 
posse and prisoners on a train for Fort 
Smith.

HEAVY LOSS AT NEWARK. 


Flames Destroy the Works of the 
Central Stamping Company. 
New York, August 11.—One of the most 
destructive fires that has visited Newark, 
N, J,, in many years occurred this after- 
noon at the extensive works of the Central 
Stamping Company. The total loss is es- 
timated at $500,000. The Central Stamping 
Company is the Newark branch of the tin 
trust, which has offices in this city and 
manufacturing plants in St. Louis and other 
cities. The fire originated in the center of 
the main building, and gained great head- 
way and soon the whole main building was 
a mass of flames, Cinders fell thickly on 
neighboring roofs, and men with buckets of 
water and hose were kept busy putting 
out incipient fires. Finally the walls of the 
main building fell in, several firemen havy- 
ing narrow escapes, The fire swept through 
the brick extensions and adjoining buildings 
belonging to the plant and completely ruin- 
ed them. Several frame buildings near the 
works were crushed in by falling walls. 
Fireman John Van Houten was badly 
burned by burning tar, James Packers, 
who was on the roof of his house putting 
out the sparks, was also badly burned. 
The firm had a large stock on hand, the 
works having been running on full time and 
the buildings were full of valuable paten- 
ted machinery. Senator, of Essex county, 
who is secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, saiG the loss would amount to $5000,000 
which would be a fair amount. The insur- 
ance is $250,000. 
The cause of the fire is unknown, About 
480 hands are employed in the buildings. 


JUMPED FROM A WINDOW. 


Suicide of Miss Alice Jewet, in New 
York. : 


New York, August 1].—Miss Alice Jewett, 
the daughter of Broker Charles H, Jewett, 
com.mitted suicide this morning by jumping 
from a third story window into the inner 
courtyard at the Windsor hotel, Fifth ave- 
nue and Forty-seventh street, where her 
family has been stopping temporarily. Miss 
Jewett was insane at the time and was in 
the room with her mother, The latter saw 
her as she was about to jump and tried to 
Stop her, but was unable to do so. Death 
was instantaneous. Miss Jewett has been 
for some time under treatment for insanity.

But He Has a Way of Making Friends 
Wherever He Goes, 


ATTORNEY MICHELSON’S DARK CAREER 


Is Guilty of Forgery, Bigamy and 
Other Crimes. 


HE -WAS SQ POPULAR IN FLORIDA 


That He Was Elected tothe Legislature. 
He Forged the Name ofa Brother 
Lawyer to a Check and Filed. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 11.—The flight 
of Attorney Alexis M. Michelson to avoid 
prosecution for forgery, has revealed an in- 
teresting story in regard to his career. 
Michelson is a Russian by birth and the il- 
legitimate son of an ex-mayor of St. Pe- 
tersburg. His mother was a famous ac- 
tress, who, it is said, even found favor 
with the grandfather of the present czar. In 
the early part of the ’70s, Michelson, then 
about eighteen years old, became involved 
in a plot against the czar and, to save him 
from Siberia, he was sent to this country 
by his noble father. Michelson sailed from 
St. Petersburg on a ship bound for Charles- 
ton, S. C., commanded by Captain J. T. 
Hubbard. He had money and letters of in- 
troduction to prominent people in Charles- 
ton. Among the letters was one to Colonel 
W. L. Trenholm, late comptroller of the 
currency. 

Armed with these letters and being bright 
and handsome, the young Russian exile was 
scon cutting a wide swath in Charleston. 
He studied law in the office of a prominent 
Charleston firm, was admitted to the bar 
and then taken into partnership by his pa- 
trons. Meanwhile, remittances from Russia 
ceased and Michelson found himseif in need 
of money to continue his swell career. Then 
he began to forge the name of the law firm, 
securing large sums. Accused of the forge- 
ry ne confessed and was forgiven. He was 
soon robbing the firm again, however, and 
finally was arrested on complaint of the 
German Bank of Charleston. A trial fol- 
lowed and Michelson was sent to the Colum- 
bia penitentiary. While in the penitentiary 
Michelson learned of a plot of. desperate 
convicts to escape which he betrayed to the 
officials, thereby saving the lives of the war- 
den and several guards. For this he was 
pardoned. There were rumors that Michel- 
son instigated the conspiracy solely to se- 
cure a pardon, 

She Spanked Him. 

Leaving the penitentiary Michelson settled 
in Mount Pleasant, S. C., across the river 
from Charleston, and went to teaching 
school. Then he joined the Campbeliite 
church and became a preacher. While 
preaching Michelson married a Miss Rus- 
sell, a daughter of a wealthy planter. His 
wife was a large woman and very deter- 
mined. About a year after her marriage 
Sshe learned that Michelson was untrue to 
-her and the story goes that she took her 
husband across her knee and used a shin- 
gle on him. This treatment 50 hacked 
Michelson that he emigrated to Madison, 
Fla., bringing with him a beautiful girl 
whom he represented as his wife, although 
there is no record that he was ever divorc- 
ed. from his South Carolina wife. 

At Madison Michelson began to practice 
law, and in a year was so popular that he 
was chosen to the Florida legislature, He 
made a brilliant record in the legislature 
and returned to Madison with a bright fu- 
ture. Then he became involved in a liason 
with a man’s wife and fled. to Quitman, 
Ga. In Quitman he committed forgery and 
flew back to Madison, Fla., where he was 
arrested, but escaped by donning the garb 
of a woman and slipping down the pillar of 
a porch. 

In some way the charges against him 
were hushed up and two years ago Michel- 
son came to Jacksoncille, announcing his 
intention to reform. He soon built up a 
good practice and about a year ago married 
a woman here, announcing that he had 
been divorced from his other two wives. 
But Michelson could not keep straight, and 
last week forged the name of Attorney 
Frank Pope to a note for a large amount, 
and when discovery was imminent fled. It 
now developed that he has never been di- 
vorced and ‘is the husband of three living 
wives. It is thought the ex-convict, ex-leg- 
islator, ex-teacher, preacher, bigamist and 
son of a Russian nobleman has gone to 
Montgomery, Ala., and efforts will be made 
to bring him back. He is a handsome fel- 
low of small stature with raven black hair 
and mellow brown eyes. 


A SENSATIONAL SERMON

Preached by a Negro Last Night in a 
Jacksonville Church, 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 11.—Rev. J. 
Milton Waldron, colored, preached a sen- 
sational sermon here tonight on lynchings. 
He used as his text the wdFtis of Job iv, §, 
and Proverbs xiv, 34, which are as follows: 
“They that plow iniquity and sow wicked- 
ness reap the same. Righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation, but sin is a reProach to any 
people.’’» He said in part: 

‘The lynching of colored people began at 
the close of the late civil war. The former 
master was unwilling to allow the ex-slave 
the: same political rights as himself, and 
in order to keep the negroes from getting 
into power and ‘to get those out of power 
who had been put there by negro voters, 
the whites, during reconstruction days, 
many of them, organized ku-klux clans, 
lynchings ‘and other terrorisms. These 
things, together with political fraud, class 
legislation, etc,, were kept up uaiil the 
control of the southern states came back 
into the hands of the former slave owners. 
But the habit of disregarding law and the 
passion for human biood had by this time 
become fixed with many of the lower ele- 
ments, so that later whenever the colored 
man did anything that exasperated this 
class of whites or whenever they wanted 
to cover up their own vile deeds they vis- 
ited their displeasure and practiced their 
trickery upon him by taking his life. 

“In reconstruction days the killing of 
negroes was condoned because it was said 
to be necessary in order to get the govern- 
ment into the hands of the southern whites. 
When: it was no longer necessary for that 
purpose some other excuses had to be re- 
sorted to in order to shield the roughs who 
had become ‘set in their ways and must 
shed blood.’ Now and then a colored man 
was found who had been brute enough to 
imitate his white neighbor and attempt 
to rape a woman. If it was a white wo- 
man the crime was thought to justify the 
whites in taking the law into their own 

the 


colored men, women and even children are 
lynched in the south for rape, suspected 
rape, barn burning, stealing and resisting 
arrest, and hundreds of colored families 
are driven from their homes every year, 
property destroyed and wives and daugh- 
ters outraged and whipped. This state of 
affairs has continued unchecked, except in 
rare instances, until it has bred an element 
in the south, among-the whites who care 
nothing for law and set no value upon 
human life; it has made the negro revenge- 
ful and is fast goading him on to despera- 
tion. The spirit of lawlessness, murder and 
revenge have spread among both white 
and black in the south until it has become 
alarming. Something must be done, and 
done at once, or our fair southland is for- 
ever doomed. 

“The great southern dailies, viz: The 
Floridg Times-Union, Savannah Morning 
News, New Orleans Times-Democrat, At- 
lanta Constitution and some others have 
realized the dreadful state of affairs and 
have gone to work in earnest to‘correct this 
evil. If these papers be supported in their 
heroic ¢ffort our country will soon be re- 
deemed from the great cloud which every- 
body knows hangs over it.’’ 
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AN OUTLAW CAPTURED. 


Me Fatally Wounded One of His 
Captors, 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 11—A Times- 
Union special from West Palm Beach, Fla., 
Says that Sam Lewis, who murdered ex- 
Tax Collector Highsmith and his nephew, 
John Davis, at Lemon City about three 
weeks ago, has been captured, but he in- 
flicted probably fatal wounds on one of his 
pursuers, After the murder Lewis escaped 
to Nassau, but the English authorities had 
been notified by cable and an attempt was 
made to arrest the murderer. He stole a 
boat and came back to the Florida coast, 
landing at Biscayne bay, near the scene 
of his crime. Lewis was located Saturday 
morning at 2 o’clock by Rev. McGregor and 
William Russell, and ordered to surrender. 
He showed fight and was shot down, his 
leg being broken. Thinking Lewis dead, 
McGregor approached and turned him over. 
Lewis immediately drew a pistol and shot 
McGregor, probably fatally wounding him. 
The outlaw dragged himself away, but aid 
came to McGregor and Russell and he was 
trailed by his blood and captured. He was 
brought here and lodged in jail. James K. 
Marvin, wife and son were arrested for 
harboring Lewis. Lewis shot down High- 
smith and Davis because they refused to 
kneel and apologize for a fancied insult. 
Lewis came to Florida from Texas, where 
he is said to have killed three men. He is 
a@ native of Vermont, 


FOREST FIRES IN WASHINGTON. 


Hundreds of Acres of Valuable Timber 
Lands Burned Over, 


Whaitcom, Wash., August 11.—Throughout 
the last week forest fires have naged in the 
timbered sections of the northern part of 
the state. In the counties of Whatcom and 
Skagit hundreds of acres of valuable tim- 
ber and many ranches thave been laid 
waste. No loss of life has been reported, 
but there have been reported many narrow 
escapes. The actual loss of property is 
large, approximating a million dollars in 
the two counties, but the suffering of the 
ruined settlers exceeds the money loss. 

The town of Mt. V. Skagit county, 
was visited. The shk ill of Lodge & 
Mitchell and four nés were burned. 
At Mont Borne, near by, the dryhouse, 
warehouse and a millfon and a twalf of 
shingles were burned. Mt. Vernon has 
been enveloped in smoke for a week. Shin- 
g.e mills in this vicinity have been turning 
steam on the flames in place of water. 

The fires on Fidaigo island have been 
extensive. Five barnsi and farmhouses 
were burned. Hamilton, Skagit county; 
Prairie, Whatcom county; Lawrence, What- 
com county, and other places all suffered 
loss by the forest fires. 

The fire is now spreading in the direction 
of ‘Laconier, Skagit county. very one is 
praying for rain, but no sign of it appears. 
Reports from Amacortes, Wash.., say that 
as a result of the protracted dry weather 
the most extensive forest fires in years are 
prevailing on Whidby and Camano iskands, 
and many farms have been ruined. Roche 
Harbor suffered a slight loss. From Aber- 
deen, Wash., comes word that the fires 
which have raged for a week in the couwn- 
ties of Mason, Thurston, Chehal’s and the 
southwestern part of the state are rapidly 
be-ng got under control. 


LEGAL MUDDLE OVER A METEOR. 


Three Persons Claim It and Suitp 
Have Been Begun. 

Deposit, N. Y., August 11.—The great 
meteor which fell from the heavens some 
weeks ago near Gulf Summit, is causing 
a queer legal muddle, The meteor fell on 
the land of farmer Swackhammer, almost 
on the boundary line between New York 
and Pennsylvania, 

The exact location of this state line has 
for many years been a matter of dispute, 
and the question has been brought to a 
focus by the falling of this meteor. Not 
only has the state line been in dispute, 
but the dividing line between Swackham- 
mer and farmer Littlejohn’s lands, depend- 
ant upon the state line, has never been lo- 
cated, Failing in the disputed territory, 
this meteor has brought about a legal bat- 
tle, as both farmers claim it, while a third 
person claims it by right of discovery. In- 
junctions have been obtained by all three. 

Meanwhile scientists have partly exca- 
vated the stone and have endeavored to 
determine its origin. It is claimed by one 
learned man that he has deciphered the 
cabalistic symbols with which it is covered. 
He asserts that a wonderful message is 
conveyed from an unknown world. A high 
fence has been erected around the mystery,

CHARGED WITH 


CORRUPTION, 


Clerk of Court Charged with Extort- 
ing Money. 

Omaha, Neb., August 1l.—A genuine sen- 
sation was sprung before the board of coun-

Celebrate Their Victories 


BY PATRIOTIC SPEECHES AND FETES 


Cheering the Emperor and Singing 
¢ “Watch on the Rhine.” 


DO NOT RELISH ENGLISH COMMENT 


That tbe -Celebrations Are Intended To 
Reopen French W ounds—Bimetallic 
League’s Pamphlet. 


Berlin, August 11.—The war celebrations 
continue. The Third Brandenburg artil- 
lery regiment celebrated yesterday the an- 
niversary of its going into field service. 
The veterans of the regiment took part 
in the celebration. Wreaths were placed 
on the graves of those members of the 
regiment who had been killed in battle, 
after which the regiment paraded. Later 
there were fetes at the Stadt Park casino, 
where a banquet was given in the even- 
ing. During the banquet Colonel Humann 
announced that Emperor William had ap- 
pointed Colonel Stumpf in memory of the 
battle of Spicheron. The announcement 
was greeted with enthusiastic cheers. 

The Sixth infantry regiment celebrated 
at Cottbus. The veterans who had served 
with the regiment in the wars of 1864, 1866 
and 1870 arrived in the town on special 
trains, accompanied by bands and ban- 
ners, and joined the regiment in celebrating 
its victories. They were received at the 
station by the cntire corps of officers, who 
welcomed them most heartily. 

At Rudesheim, the site of the Neiderwald 
monument, where the celebrations have 
been of daily occurrence, Secretary Sean- 
der, of the Imperial bank, made a patri- 
Otic speech. The Eighteenth Hessian fusi- 
leer regiment arrived at Rudesheim on 
three special Rhine steamers. After land- 
ing they formed in line and marched up 
to the monument, on which they deposited 
a wreath, The colonel of the regiment 
“delivered a patriotic speech, winding up 
by calling for cheers for the emperor and 
the empire, which were given with deafen- 
ing enthusiasm. The whole regiment then 
joined in singing “The ‘Watch on the 
Rhine.” 

The Seventy-third Hanoverian fusileer 
regiment celebrated beforehand the battle 
of Colombey, the coming maneuvers in 
which the regiment will take part prevent- 
ing it from celebrating on the actual an- 
niversary of the battle. Prince Albrecht, 
the honorary colonel, telegraphed that ‘he 
was proud of the brave regiment which, 
twenty-five years ago, received under him 
its baptism of fire. 

Do Not Like English Comment. 
None of Emperor William’s doings in 
England has attracted greater interest 
here than his speech on the anniversary 
of the battle of Woerth, the first decisive 
encounter that took place between the 
German and French armies, on August 6, 
1870. The speech was regarded by Germans 
as a happy thought well carried out and 
consequently the irritation of the German 
press on reading the adverse criticism of 
The London Daily News on the speech 
was proportionate to the previous enthus. 
iasm. The Daily News described the 
speech as a spontaneous indiscretion that 
was not calculated to allay the suspicions 
of England and Germany’s French neigh- 
bors. Emperors, the paper added, ought 
to be strong enough to resist the tempta- 
tion to make speeches. This, coming on 
top of an offensive article published by The 
London Standard, filled the cup of German 
indignation to overflowing. The idea that 
the fetes in celebration of the German vic- 
tories are intended to reopen French 
wounds is repudiated. The main object 
of the demonstrations is to celebrate the 
founding of the unity of the empire, and 
not to remind France that she is a con- 
, quered nation. Germans hold that, with- 
out taking the feelings of any nation into 
consideration, they have the right to cele- 
brate the events that placed Germany in 
the forefront of the nations of the world, 
and it is held in many quarters that the 
British adverse criticism has its basis in 
jealousy. 

In connection with the fetes, The Lokal 
Anzeiger has compiled a list of members 
of the reichstag who served in the army 
during the Franco-Prussian war. 
list shows that one-seventh of the mem- 
bers thus served in the campaign. Com- 
parison with the number of French sena- 
tors and members of the chamber of depu- 
ties, who served in the French ranks and 
as officers, shows that numerically the 
present German lawmakers who were in 
the war were a smaller proportion than 
the French, the latter numbering about 
one-fifth of the whole membership of par- 
liament. 

The ceremonies that will attend the dedi- 
cation of the Eemperor William I memorial 
on August 18th are anticipated with inter- 
est. It will be a brilliant function, though 
the interest is somewhat lessened by the 
inability of Prince Bismarck to be pres 
ent. This ceremony will be followed about 
a fortnight later by the consecration of the 
Emperor William Memorial church, near 
the zoological gardens, on September ist. 
The emperor, empress and the imperial 
princes will attend the consecration. On 
the same day there will be a parade of 
the German-American veterans, who will 
be reviewed by the emperor, and a great 
military musical tattoo will be given in 
front of the royal castle on the eve of the 
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Sedan day, September ist. 
Dr. Arendt’s Pamphlet. 

Dr. Arendt, one of the leaders of the 
German Bimetallic League, has issued a 
new pamphiet, in which he violently at- 
tacks Herr Koch, director of the reichs- 
bank. The pamphlet is similar to the one 
previously issued by Dr. Arendt. It accuses 
Herr Koch of ignorance and implies that 
he is unfit for the post he holds. In an in- 
terview with the representative of the 
United Press in regard to the matter Herr 
Koch said that he ignored the attack, it 
being beneath his dignity to notice it. The 
interview opened the way for Herr Koch 
to volunteer the information that it was 
within his knowledge that the holding of 
an international currency conference at 
Germany’s invitation was further off than

American Iron Alarms Them. 


The arrival in Germany of thg first ship- 
ment of American iron ore has caused 
rrany alarmist articles to appear in the 
rewspapars. Some of the papers urge re- 
prisal by placing a duty of quebracho. 
Others oppose this proposal, declaring that 
the imposition of such a duty would prove 
disastrous to the German tanning indus- 
tries. é 

It is characteristic of the feeling enter- 
tained in official circles towards the United 
States that the sugar bounty is continued 
at the old rate, despite the act passed by 
the reichsag empowering the bundesrath 
to lower it after August Ist. 

The statement recently published by the 
Paris Journal des Debats to the effect that 
General Chrysander, Prince Bismarck’s 
private secretary, had fallen into disgrace 
and been dischrged and that he would re- 
taliate by publishing revelations, is scouted 
here as absurd. The facts seem to be that 
since prince Bismarck has grown weaker 
it has become imperative that there be 
somebody at Friedrichsruhe who ie capa- 
ble of receiving visitors, whether they go 
there on business or pleasure. Dr. Chrys- 
ander is young and somewhat diffident and 
is hardly suitable to fill the post. This 
condition of affairs helped Count von Rant- 
zau, Prince Bismarck’s son-in-law, in his 
decision to resign his post of German min- 
ister to the Netherlands, although the ne- 
cessity of his wife’s presence at Friedrichs- 
ruhe was doubtless the chief reason for 
his retiring from the diplomatic service. 
Count von Rantzau has assumed the posi- 
tion of Prince Bismarck’s major domo, 
which, with the prince’s frugal and unpre- 
tentious style of living, is not more than 
he is able to manage single-handed. Dr. 
Chrysander, finding that his post had be- 
come a sinecure and being aware of Prince 
Bismarck’s turn for economy, resigned his 
office. He will resume his medical studies 
at Jena in November. The suggestion that 
he intended to write revelations of any 
sort is a myth. 

Bismark in Good Health. 

At present Prince Bismarck’s health is 
good and he goes walking whenever he 
is able. On August ist he walked to Au- 
muhle, where he personally congratulated 
the pianist, Mrs. Burmester Petersen, on 
the anniversary of her birth. Mrs. Peter- 
sen is spending the summer at Aumuhle. 

The pope has sent the most precise direc- 
tions te the nuncio at Munich relative to 
the Italian celebrations on September 20th, 
in honor of the entry of the Italian army 
into Rome. The pope’s object is to pro- 
cure copies of the speeches made at and 
the resolutions adopted by the _ recent 
Catholic congress held at Munich, protest- 
ing against the fetes. The vatican has 
communicated with the other nunciatures 
on the same subject. 


A BATTLE WITH TRAMPS. 


Several Citizens of Marion, Ind., Fatal- 
ly Wounded. 


Marion, Ind., August 11.—There was a 
desperate battle between a gang of tramps 
and a posse of citizens in the suburbs of 
the city of Marion, Grant county, Fr'ady 
night, in which two of the citizens received 
wounds that will prove fatal. They are 
Otto McFreely, shot in the stomach, and 
Charles Webster, shot in the abdomen. 

For ten days or more the 
immediate vicinity of Marion h: 
mumber shave been arrested and placed in 
jail, but arrests were discovraged because 
of the expense to the authorities. 

Friday ‘a camp was formed by the tramps, 
and during the day as many as fifty con- 
gregated about the place and bade defi- 
ance to the people. During the day nu- 
merous robberies were committed, and at 
night the people who had suffered from the 
depredations, feeling that their property 
was not safe while the tramps were in 
the vicinity, determined to drive them 
away. Some twenty-five citizens appeared 
at the camp and ordered the tramps to 
leave. The order was met with defiant 
refusal, and the citizens fired in the air. 
The tramps at once deserted the camp 
and from places of concealment fired into 
the crowd. It was not supposed that they 
were armed. The citizens returned to the 
attack and a running fight was kept up 
for an hour, The tramps dodged between 
railroad cars and kept up the fight by firing 
whenever a citizen exposed himse.f, and 
the fire was returned by the citizens. 

None of the tramps, as far as known, 
was thurt. Several arrests were made, but 
the men captured claim that they did none 
of the shooting.

Miss Helgeson, a Missionary, Mobbed 
by Chinese. 

Minneapolis, M:nn., August 11—A letter 
has been received here from Miss Segrid 
Helgeson, a Norwegian girl who went as 
a medical missionary to Chine a year ago. 
The letter is dated June Mth at Han-Kow, 
ia place in central China on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang. She writes: 

“Riots and unlawful acts occurred daily. 
Six previnces not far from here have of 
late been devastated—that is, property be- 
longing to foreigners was destroyed by fire 
and other‘means. Many lives have been 
lost and innumerable arrests have followed. 
We are apprehensive just now even here. 
Telegraph wires are down and we have 
not had any communication with other set- 
tlements for some time. Possibly this is 
my last as well as my first letter home. 
But you must not think that I am weaken- 
ing or fear death. God is with me, if I 
live or die. Yesterday I visited one of my 
patients, and when on my way home was 
attacked by a mob, who threw stones 
and mud. I was struck on the head. It 
made me feel pretty badly for-the time, 
but today I am all right. One of my for- 
e.gn patients happened to come along, and 
by telling them I was a harmless dac- 
tor, saved my life, which 1 must surely 
otherwise have lost.’’

Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Italy and Russia Represented. 


THERE WILL BE DAZZLING DISPLAYS 


How Mr. Macchi Accomplished His Task. 
The Exhibits Are Arriving Daily. 
Exposition News. 


Mr. A, Macchi, commissioner general for 


Europe of the Cotton States and Interna- 


tional exposition, arfived in Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon from New York by way 
of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

He was accompanied by Mr. Dario L. 
Conzati, his acting secretary. 

Mr. Macchi has lately returned from all 
the European countries, where he went as 
commissioner for the exposition in charge 
of the work of gathering a comprehensive 
and elaborate display from each and every 
country of importance across the waters. 

Speaking of his work abroad, the Euro- 
pean commissioner said last night to The 
Constitution: 

“I found@it very hard work at first in all 
the European countries, It was a poor time 
to work with the various people I had to 
approach, and many of them questioned 
for a time the advisability of sending so 
far away anything like the elaborate and 
complete display we wanted to bring to 
the exposition in Atlanta ( sent.out thou- 
sands of circulars to the various manufac- 
turers and dealers in such wares as would 
propery be brought together for the pur- 
poses in view. This brought back but few 
replies, and I found it necessary to appoint 
agents in each capital city in Europe to 
represent me in the work. This accom- 
plished something, but I found it necessary 
for the better accomplishment of the task 
to send canvassers into the fleld and work 
by tedious routine. It has all required a 
good deal of hard work to properly present 
the matter to the people of the world across 
the water, but I am glad to say that the 
results are ‘good. 

“The European exhibits at the Cotton 
States and International exposition are go- 
ing to show up radiantly and the visitors 
will find a world of interest in them. 

“The displays will for the most part be 
stored in the manufacturers’ building, and 
will completely fill the sections allowed for 
the various countries of the old world. 

“All of the articles of exhibit have been 
shipped and are now en route to Atlanta. 
Some have actually arrived, others are in 
New York and others on the water coming 
this way, The entire European display 
will be in Atlanta and in place before the 
opening day. There is not the remotest 
shadow of a doubt about it.” 

When asked to give a partial outline of 
the various lines of articles of display from 
the several European countries, Commis- 
sioner Macchi, in substance, ran through 
the list as follows: 

Great Britain—Artistic pottery, electro- 
plate and silverware, cut crystals, Sheffield 
cutlery, Birmingham goods, Bradford swool- 
ens and cloth, Coventry cycles, pianos, 
chemical products, terra cotta 
Statuary, ship models and railway appli- 
ances, books, etc. 

France—Tapestries, rich drawing room 
furniture, bronzes, lamps, statuary, uphol- 
stery, scientific and electrical appliances, 
marine and mathematical instruments, | Pa- 
risian novelties, jewelry and fancy orna- 
ments, enamels, apparatus used at Pasteur 
institute for the discovery and treatment 
of bacteria and baccili, perfumery, soaps, 
wines and liquors. 

Germany—vrianos, artistic majolica, Dres- 
den china and glassware, cut stones, new 
photo paintings and scientific apparatus 
and appliances. 

Italy—Most important and beautiful col- 
lection of marble statuary, carved and ar- 
tistic furniture of all descriptions, decora- 
ted panels amd drawing room ornaments, 
artistic bronzes, Roman and Florentine mo- 
saics, Venetian glassware, artistic majfolica 
and ceramics, Neapolitan corals and tor- 
toise shell ornaments, Roman cameos, ar- 
tistic and high-class jewelry, tapestries, 
cloth and cotton fabrics, hats, bicycles and 
sewing machines, chemical and pharma- 
ceutical products, scholastic and scientific 
books and publications and a great variety 
of exhibits in olive oils, wines and liquors. 

Belgium—Brussels lace, embroideries, 
patent handstitching machines, operative 
exhibits of glass engraving, fancy goods, 
chocolates, spices, etc. : 

Russia—A very important collection of 
Russian furs from one of the largest fur 
manufacturers of St, Petersburg; also a 
splendid collection of stuffed bears, seals 
and other animals, Russian silversmith 
work and enamels, carved wood and art 
fabrics, te.

Mr. Macchi is decidedly the right man in 
the right place and is fulfilling the de- 
mands of the exposition for a complete 
Buropean exhibit in every possible way. 

He has had so much work of this kind to 
do for other expositions that it is far less 


general at the 


exhibition «§ Madrid, Spain, and at Hobart, 
Tasmania. He went, nevertheless, to the 
California Midwinter International exposi- 
tion as commissioner general for the beau- 
tiful Italian section, of which he was. in 
charge. His past experience in the matter 
of awards was again called into requisition 
by being appointed a member of the execu- 
tive committee on awards. 

At the close of the California exposition, 
and after att again as commissioner 
Universal exposition at 
Autwerp in 1834, Mr. Macchi entertained a 
hcepe to retire from exhibitions altogether 
and settle in London, his favorite city; 
but somehow or otrer he was not allowed 
to do so, as kis services were again s80- 
licited by the directors of the Cotton States 
and International exposition, he being ap- 
pointed. commissioner general for Europe, 
especially in charge of the’ British, French, 
German, Belgium, ltalian, Russian and 
Spanish sections. 

In compensation for services rendered by 
Mr. Macchi to the different governments 
and countrics, and in addition to many 
gecid medals and diplomas awarded to him, 
he has received the French Order of Knight- 
hood for the “merite’ and a decoration 
from the king of the Belgians and many 
other badges of honor. 


CROWD SMALL YESTERDAY, 


Closed Gates and Heavy Rain Kept the 
Exposition Grounds Lonely. 

The attendance at the exposition grounds 
yesterday was rather small, due to the 
heavy storm that set in about noon and 
continued in fitful showers all during the 
better part of the afternoon. As 4& con- 
sequence all who visited the grounds went 
out during the morning hours, and many 
had waited for the cool of the eveming to 
see the progress that had been made during 
the week, but were deterred from going 
on account of the weather. Had it not 
rained it is safe to say that the attendance 
would have been fully two or three thou- 


sand, and possibly more. 

During the early part of the day the at- 
tendance was not more than two hundred, 
the heat ketping many away.

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The Case To Be Decided This Morning 
Before the Ordinary. 


STRONG TESTIMONY FROM COMPANIONS 


They Say That He Isa Sane and That He Is 
a Man of Unusual Mentality—-How 
the Case Now Stands. 


Judge W. I. Calhoun will render his de- 
cision as to the sanity of Mr. John Walker 
this morning. 

The hearing of the case was concluded 
Saturday afternoon. All the evidence was 
closed and it remains now for the ordinary 
to say whether the young attorney is capa- 
ble of further attending to the estate of 
John G. Reynolds. 

A large number of witnesses were exam- 
ined during the day and interesting testi- 
mony was disclosed. Mr. Walker is a young 
man of prominence and a lawyer of ability. 
He lives at the Bell house and it was his 
associates at this place who were called 
upon to testify in his behalf yesterday. 

All of them were emphatic in their state- 
ment that they would not consider Mr. 
Walker of unscund mind. That he was 
peculiar in his manner and extremely ec- 
centric all of them admitted, but they 
could call to mind nothing that would 
show he was mentally unbalanced. 

Mr. Alex Hull was one of the principal 
witnesses for the defense. He said that he 
had known Mr. Walker for a number of 
years and that he regarded him as a man 
of strong mentality and wonderful energy. 
He was eccentric at times, but not more 
so than many others of his acquaintance. 
Other young men associated with Mr. 
Walker testified to the same effect. 

His Relatives Stirred Up. 

This attack against the young lawyer was 
originated and is actuated by his relatives. 
All of them testified that to the best of 
their knowledge and belief he was insane. 

The claim is made by them that he is 
affected with monomania, caused by his 
long and constant work over the affairs of 
the estate. They say that he has involved 
the estate into a hopeless tangle, that it is 
insolvent, and that he should be removed 
at once. This claim and charge comes 
solely from his relatives and those who 
have interest in the Reynolds estate. 

To refute this charge Mr. Walker put up 
a strong showing Saturday. Many of the 
most prominent men in the city were called 
On to testify. 

Judge jJames \Anderson said that he 
knew Mr. Walker well, that he had been 
associated with.-him in several cases and 
regarded him as a lawyer far above the 
ordinary, that to his knowledge he had a 
Strong and. virile mind. 

Mr. Fulton Colville testified to the same 
effect, 

Knew Him at College. 

Mr. Ben Conyers said onthe stand that 
he knew Mr. Walker at the university. 
While there the defendant was regarded as 
one of the brainiest men in his class and 
he demonstrated this when he graduated 
with first honor in his course. Mr. Con- 
yers stated that he knew of no man with 
a more remarkable mathematical turn. 
Frequently Mr. Walker, while at college, 
would ignore all rules and precedent, pre- 
ferring to solve problems by his own 
methods, but always arriving at the cor- 
rect result. He would debate with his pro- 
fessors during lectures and always man- 
aged to hold his ground. In various other 
ways he showed that he was aman of fine 
mind. 

Messrs. James O'Neill, Percy Adams, Os- 
car Davis, Hooper Alexander, Thomas Er- 
win and many others testified that they 
knew Mr. Walker well and that he was 
a man far above the ordinary in intellect. 

Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, attorneys 
for petitioners, and Arnold & Arnold, King 
& Anderson and Hon. A. 8S. Clay, repre- 
senting petitioners, submitted the case with- 
out argument. Ordinary Calhoun reserved 
his decision until today. 


AN ENGINEER HURT. 


Two Engines Side Wipe Near Peters 
Street. 


What came near being a serious acci- 
dent occurred in the railroad yards at 
Peters street Saturday night. Two en- 
gines ran into each other and the engineer 
of one of them was painfully injured in- 
ternally. 

It seems that engine 408 of the Southern 
railroad was standing on a side track near 
the Peters street crossing, very close to 
the point where another side track joins 
and crosses the track on which the engine 
was standing. Engine 507 of the same 
road was going toward Peters street on 
the second track and it ran into engine 
408 in what railroad men call a side wipe. 
It seems that Engineer Frank Leak, of en- 
gine 408, jumped from his engine and re. 
ceived. some internal injury. 

Sergeant Ball, who was in the vicinity, 
telephoned for the Grady hospital ambu- 
lance and sent Mr. Leak to his home, at 
11 Middle street. 

Little damage to the engines resulted 
from the accident. Engineer James Stan- 
ford was in charge of engine 507.
